the Pacific International Livestock Exposition rung

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Minnesota Starts Plan For Classifying 


Holstein Sires 


Plan Promises Much For Future Development of the Breed 
By ROBERT GEIGER. Secretary Minnesota Holstein Breeders’ Association 


operating through the Ottertail county Holstein 

Breeders’ Association, is undertaking a piece of work 
in classifying the pure bred sires in service in the herds 
through Ottertail county, which will mean much to the 
Holstein industry as the Advanced Registry work did 
when it was started through the Holstein-Friesian Asso- 
ciation of America. 

Ottertail county, since organizing three years ago, has 
been one of the most active county Holstein Associations 
in the country. This organization at the present time 
having a reputation of placing the largest number of pure 
pred sires in the sire campaign of any county in the 
United States. They have also been very active in the 
development of the County Manager Plan, the promotion 
of Boys’ and Girls’ Calf Club work, the eradication of Tu- 
berculosis, the organization of Cow Testing Association, 
and in general publicity on Holsteins, and in this new 
work they are starting, they are to be congratulated on 
their forward step, as there has been much written, pro 
and con, regarding classification of our pure bred Hol- 
stein sires and females, and the Ottertail County breeders 
decided that it is time to stop talking and start something 
that can be done in a practical way. In this undertaking 
credit must be given to all the breeders in Ottertail 
county, but especially to A. R. Knutson, Chairman of the 
Classification Committee. R. C. Wasson, President of the 
County Association, and J. A. Utne, Secretary-Treasurer 
of the County Association. 


At the request of the Ottertail County Holstein Breed- 
ers’ Association, a committee was appointed by the Board 
of Directors of the State Holstein Breeders’ Association 
to cooperate with the county association in developing a 
practical plan that would apply to both grade and pure 
bred herds. The men on this committee were: W. S. 
Moscrip, Lake Elmo, Chairman; V. S. Culver, Austin; 
Axel Hansen, Minneapolis, and John B. Irwin of Minne- 
apolis, ex officio. ‘This committee set about to draw up 
plans for the work, and after considering the conditions 
as regards the Holstein industry in the United States, 
and comparing these conditions to those existing in other 
countries where Holsteins are the predominating breed, 
and where a system of classification of either the cows 
or sires is now in force, they adopted a plan which they 
consider ideal for not only Ottertail county, but could be 
applied to any other county in‘the state of Minnesota or 
any other state in the Union. 


TT’ Minnesota Holstein Breeders’ Association, co- 


The idea in this plan is not one of scoring animals or 
one of Selective Registration, as these terms have in the 
past been misleading in their meaning, and have resulted, 
to a large extent, in building up some fear on the part of 
Holstein breeders in the development of a plan that could 
be applied to the breeding of Holstein cattle which would 
build up the breed to a higher point of efficiency in the 
production of milk and butterfat. The plan, as developed, 
is applicable to both grade and pure bred herds and the 
purpose of this valuable undertaking can be briefly classi- 
fied as follows: (1) Classifying the pure bred sires in 
service in grade as well as pure bred herds. (2) Classifying 
the sires according to the production and type of their off- 
spring; (3) Classifying the cows, if the breeders so de- 
sire, according to type, in order that the combination of 
type and production in both sires and cows will work out 
and be developed to the best possible advantage; (4) 
Giving breeders advice and suggestions on their breeding 
operations; (5) This plan will discover the good bulls of 
tLe breed through their type and the type and production 
of their daughters; (6) Will continue in service the out 
Standing sires of the breed in as many herds as possible; 
(7) Will enable breeders to secure the service of pure 
bred Holstein sires that not only rate good as individuals, 
but have proven their value through the type and produc- 
tion of their offspring; (8) Classifying of sires and their 
offspring will not cost the organization any additional 





money, as the nominat fee for the classifying of the sires 
and the classification of the daughters, as they start pro- 
ducing, will take care of the overhead expense of carry- 
ing on this work provided it is carried on through the 
cooperation of state organizations and county units 
through which plans will be made to get all sires rated 
in the shortest time possible after work is started in a 
county. 

The work of classifying sires and cows is being carried 
out on the basis of making this undertaking a permanent 
proposition, and it is only by getting a start and getting 
the sires in grade herds as well as pure bred herds classi- 
fied that any good will come from this work. 

In the work of classifying sires, no sires are classified 
unless they rate fair, good, very good, or excellent, and 
in doing the work, the advisors found that the plan of 
sub-dividing each one of the above classes into a minus and 
plus rating gave a better general idea of the exact rating 
of the sires as well as females, so that in reality, instead 
of having the four ratings, by using this plan, there would 
be twelve ratings which puts this work on a basis of 
greater accuracy. 

The work in the classifying or rating of sires has been 
completed in Ottertail county, a total of 13 sires, and a 
total of 7 herds being classified. Following are the names 
of the breeders who have entered their sires and herds 
in this plan:

Hollyhock, Minnesota Holstein Co. and Grahamholm— 
dispersed within the past six months. As a result of the 
owner’s policy of buying 
developed animals for the 
foundation of his herd, this 
herd today, although com- 
paratively a new one, al- 
ready numbers more 30,000- 
Ib. and 1,000-lb. fat cows 
than any other herd of any 
breed.

Here were purchased 
a total of eighteen head in- 
cluding many of the high- 
est record cows in the herd 
and the herd sire, Pride of 
Sir Piets, a son of Mara- 
thon Bess Burke out of 
Wisconsin Pride 2d, famous 
1.327-lb. 3-year-old daugh- 
ter of Sir Pietertje Orms- 
by Mercedes 37th. The 
price paid for this bull was 

3,100—and .not many of 
them were bringing that 
back in 1925—and_ thirty- 
two of his daughters, only 
four of them of milking 
age, averaged $380.

Kol Clothilde Monona, from John B. Irwin. An ambi- 
tious showing program was carried out in 1926, the Fem- 
co show herd making the hottest fairs of the middle west 
and winding up at Portland and the American Royal. The 
Monona cow crowned her season by winning Grand Cham- 
pionship at Portland and reserve All-American honors 
were won by Femco Pride, a senior bull calf of great 
merit. 

Then came 1927 and the earning of the mythical medal 
for herd progress. The start was made at the Graham- 
holm Dispersal at Rochester, Minn., the last of May. In 
this sale fifteen head were purchased at a total of $14,525. 
The senior herd sire, Dutchland Creamelle Colantha Lad, 
one of the outstanding proven sires of the breed, was pur- 
chased to spend his remaining years of service alongside 
of Pride of Sir Piets. With him went seven of his great- 
est daughters including the two World Champions, Gra- 
hamholm Colantha Pauline Segis with records as a 4- 
year-old of 1,426 lbs. butter and over 34,000 lbs. milk. and 
Grahamholm Colantha Segis Maid, World Champion in 
the ten-months division for both milk and fat by a wide 
margin. and the only cow with three yearly records all 
above 33,000 lbs. milk. These two great cows, both some- 
what along in years, cost Mr. Murphy $5,550, and six of 
his purchases ran into four figures. 

The next event was the dispersal of the Minnescta 
Holstein Co. herd at Austin, Minn., in July. Competition 
for the tops in this famous herd was more keen and while 
Mr. Murphy was a consistent bidder on the good ones 
with which the sale was filled, he finally secured but two 
head, a junior yearling daughter of Sir Inka May that 
was good enough to place first at Minnesota State Fair— 
and May Walker Ollie Homestead herself. This grand 
old matron was the headline attraction of the sale, along 
with her immediate family. American champion butter 
producer for five years with her record of 1,523 Ibs. but- 
ter and dam of three All-American show ring winners, she 
Was recognized as one of the most remarkable breeding 
cows in the whole history of the breed.

was past twelve years of age, Mr. Murphy was forced to 
bid $4,000 for her before he could shake off the compe- 
tition. In that sale her 2-year-old daughter, All-American 
yearling of the preceding season, went for the record price 
of $7,100; a daughter of that daughter for $4500; hor own 
yearling son for $6,500. In a previous sale her famous All- 
American son, Sir Inka May, went for $12,000 to head the 
Carnation herd, and some years earlier an older son by 
King Segis Pontiac Count had sold for $6,750, while an 
All-American daughter by Sir P. O. M. 37th had sold at 
private sale for $6,000, a figure which she was later to 
duplicate at auction. With this record of production, re- 
production and public appreciation May Walker Ollie 
Homestead furnished ready-made an object lesson in the 
value of better breeding which Mr. Murphy was not slow 
in capitalizing, and so “Old May” immediately after the 
sale commenced her “farewell tour” and was displayed 
as a special exhibit with the Femco show herd over the 
strong circuit they were following. At both the National 
and Waterloo, elaborate booths were erected to display 
strikingly the accomplishments of this grand old cow, and 
at both places she proved to be one of the greatest exten- 
sion forces for the breed in the whole show. Particularly 
at the National she gave the South an entirely new con- 
ception of the capabilities of the Holstein breed. This 
special display was put on by Mr. Murphy entirely at his 
own expense and the thanks of the industry are due him 
for his splendid and effective effort. 

The third event was the Hollyhock Dispersal in Octo- 
ber. Here a total of thirteen head were purchased for 
$20,600. Seven of the number cost in four figures, the 
head-liners being May Pietertje Homestead Ormsby, All- 
American daughter of May Walker Ollie Homestead by 
Sir P. O. M. 837th, previously referred to, at $6,000, and 
Wisconsin Pride 2d, widely famous 1,327-lb. 3-yr.-old daugh- 
ter of Sir P. O. M. 37th, and dam of Pride of Sir Piets, at

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Better Bulls 


MONG all the factors having to do with breed pro- 

gress, none is of more fundamental importance 

than the quality and merit of the sires used. The 
project now under way in Minnesota for the classification 
of sires as described in detail in this issue of the World, 
will accordingly command the attention of breeders 
everywhere. It is based on the general outline of the 
plan proposed by the Special Committee at Springfield 
last June, with the addition of classes for younger sires 
to make it wider in its scope and application. 


This plan holds promise of worthwhile results along 
several lines. It will serve to focus the attention and 
study of breeders on what their herd sires are producing 
for them It will have a tendency to cause breeders to 
check up more carefully on how their own sires would 
rank in such a classification. This indirect result will 
perhaps mean more to the advancement of the breed than 
any direct effect of the application of such a system. 


The direct results under wise administration, however, 
hold much promise along the line of preserving and ex- 
tending the use of meritorious sires. The great tragedy 
of the Holstein breeding industry in the past has been 
that such a large proportion of the sires of real merit 
were slaughtered before their worth was discovered. It 
is the hope and expectation of those who are sponsoring 
this plan that under its operation promising sires will 
be retained longer in service until their daughters are 
in production. 

In the past, small breeders who have not been in a 
position where they felt they could carry on a program of 
testing, showing and otherwise advertising their cattle, 
have found difficulty in selling these meritorious bulls 
for more than beef prices. By providing a definite means 
of extending recognition from an official and disinterested 
source to sires that are actually getting the goods from a 
type and production standpoint, demand will be created 
for such bulls even in obscure herds. The demand for 
proven sires is here, but the situation presents the 
anomaly of these good proven bulls being about the hard- 
est thing there is to buy as well as most difficult to sell. 
The application of such a system as they are starting in 
Minnesota should simplify this problem from both angles 
and operate to preserve to the breed many of the really 
meritorious sires that are now going to slaughter before 
their first daughters come into milk. «had 

The breeders of Ottertail County and the Minnesota 
Holstein Breeders Association are to be congratulated 
upon the constructive work they have undertaken. By 
their action, they have started something that not only 
promises much for their own progress but which also may 
point the way to similar constructive action on a national 
scale. 
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Perhaps it is necessary to have a demonstration in a 
limited way as to how such a plan will work out. Cer. 
tainly, at Springfield last June the proposed plan for 
recognizing proven sires was not well understood by the 
membership generally, being confused in the minds of a 
large part of the breeders with the idea of selective pop, 
istration, Holland style, which our American breeders 
evidently do not want. Accordingly, the Springfield Con. 
vention voted to take no action on the matter other thay 
to continue the Committee with instructions to carry op 
its work. With this development in Minnesota as a direg 
outgrowth of the discussion before the convention last 
June, the Committee can report progress even though 
nothing more is accomplished. It is evident, however 
that interest in the matter is by no means dead as during 
the Portland show Chairman Moscrip of the Committee, 
upon request of the breeders of the Pacific Northweg; 
explained the details of the proposed plan to a large and 
representative gathering and we understand he has beep 
invited to explain the subject to eastern breeders at the 
annual meeting of the New York Holstein-Friesian Aggpo. 
ciation in Albany in January. 

Much as the action of the Minnesota breeders jg to 
be commended, we hope it wili not be tried out locally jy 
too many different sections as such a plan, to be of the 
greatest service to the industry, should be under the eep. 
tral direction and guidance of the National Association jp 
the interest of uniformity of method and application; 
otherwise confusion is bound to result that might easily 
react to the disadvantage of the whole idea. 1

An Interesting Suggestion 


HILE we are on this subject of bulls, we want 
W to make brief reference to a suggestion that wag 

offered by Mr. L. J. Chapman, of Missouri, in 
a conversation at the recent National. We were dis. 
cussing the shortage of desirable young bulls and along 
with it the difficulty which many breeders experience 
in selling their bull calves at fair prices. Mr. Chapman, 
who is a keen business man and the leading milk dis. 
tributor of Kansas City, made the point that if breeders 
really knew accurately what it cost them to raise their 
young bulls up to serviceable age, they would be insist- 
ing upon a higher scale of prices. 

Out of.this discussion grew the suggestion that a 
campaign of education through advertising in the dairy 
and breed press be carried out upon an extensive scale 
to induce the rank and file of dairymen and _ breeders 
to use better bulls and to educate them to a point of 
paying a higher scale of prices to enable breeders to 
raise more good bulls on a sound commercial basis. 
Such a campaign of advertising would be general in its 
nature and would be financed by contributions from 
breeders and other agencies interested in the subject. 

We believe there is a great deal of merit in this 
suggestion and we would welcome the ideas of our 
readers in regard to it. Certainly the business of breed- 
ing pure bred Holsteins would be more attractive if the 
market for surplus bulls was on a sounder economit 
basis, and breed and dairy progress would be hastened 
if herd owners generally were educated to a point where 
they were willing to pay more money for better bulls 
to head their herds. 

On account of the lessened amount of official testing 
the supply of desirable bulls backed by satisfactory 
proven production is very low and one of two things 
is bound to happen—either higher prices must be paid 
for the bulls that are available or herd owners must be 
content with bulls of poorer quality than they ought 
to be using. ‘Mr. Chapman’s suggestion for an educa 
tional advertising campaign, properly supported, could be 
made an effective agency for finding the right solution 
to this problem.

Aged Bulls (7) 

Harry Waldorf of Cerealia, owned 
by James Chamberlin of Ceres, Wash- 
ington, won without difficulty over 
Carnation’s Prince Cornucopia Tobe 
Pontiac. While Prince has won over 
practically every other bull he met 
this season except the Rasmussen 
bull, Sir Fobes Ormsby Hengerveld, 
there is room behind the latter for 
Harry. He would probably stand sec- 
énd in a lineup of the three bulls. 
At six years of age, however, here is 
a remarkalby good bull, massive, per- 
haps a bit loosely knit, a fine hand- 
ler and a good breeding bull. Last 
year he and his sister won the pro- 
duce of dam. If sister had held her 
own with brother Harry the pair 
might have won this year. Behind 
the Carnation bull was his brother 
sired also by Ensign Tobe Pontiac 
and shown by his breeder, Ray T. 
Smith, of Linden, Washington. Forum 
Patriarch was fourth in this good 
class. 

Three-year-old bulls (4) 
Idaho Violet Piebe, the prize-win- 


‘ning two-year-old of last year repeat- 


ed again in 1927. He is a good bull, 
not as improved as he ought to be. 
The class was rather plain and small, 
numbering four. 


Two-year-old bulls (7) 

Here was one of the best classes. 
Stenzel brought up a son of K. P. O. 
P. Jewel to beat the Carnation favor- 
ite, Prince Tobe Johanna Beets. Great- 
er size did it. The Carnation bull has 
hitherto been ranked second only to 
the McDonald bull, King Homestead 
Piebe Lad, but with nearly as much 
smoothness and finish and with great- 
er scale the Stenzel bull must take 


rank as one of the great two-year- 
olds. He was grand champion at 
Utah State Fair, that and the Pacific 
International being his only two 
shows. His sire will be remembered 
as one of the Hargrove and Arnold 
winners of a few years back. The 
two-year-old resembles him very 
much, nearly as large but with a 
stouter back line. 
Senior yearling bulls (6) 

A son of Prince Cornucopia Tobe 
Pontiac was best of the senior year- 
lings with a son of the first prize bull 
Harry Waldorf of Cerealia in third 
place, just behind the Benter entry. 
This placing for Benter helped him 
in produce of cow later. 

Junior yearling bulls (6) 

Carnation Rome Colantha had a 
cinch as junior yearling with lame- 
ness removing Forum Diamond De- 
signer to last place. The Forum bull 
looked best but was set down for un. 
soundness. The Carnation winner 
became junior champion. 

Senior bull calves (12) 

Judge Hansen picked a son of 
Marathon Bess Burke for first place 
here over the Stenzel calf sired by 
K. P. O. P. 39th and out of the 1,000- 
lb. two-year-old Anna Fayne Piebe. 
The Stenzel calf is a big growthy 
fellow and shows too much daylight 
at this age according to Hansen. 
The winner is more blocky but rough- 
er on top. Forum Royal Patriarch 
sired by Patriarch and out of the 
Grand Champion cow of the year, 
Long Hollow Mercedes Butter Boy, 
was third here. 

Junior bull calves (19) 

Stenzel won here with another son 
of 39th, defeating a son of the second 
prize two-year-old bull. The calves 


were toppy but lacking in depth in 
the main. 
Aged cows (25) 

Twenty-five aged cows made a nice 
ring and the second prize cow at the 
National stood up. Nooksack Irma 
Segis is well uddered and smooth but 
not large. Neither was the second 
place animal, Forum Pontiac Queen, 
although she fitted in well just ahead 
of the larger Pellisier show cow, Fair 
Oaks DeVries Nellie. The class was 
good but not up to standards one 
likes to see at a great show of this 
calibre. It seems that the younger 
classes carry more quality in recent 
show than do the older classes of fe- 
males. Where are the good old rings 
of well uddered rugged dairy type 
Holstein cows? Is the show ring 
fooling itself? Is it establishing a 
type that “never grows up?” Or is 
it because breeders prefer to keep the 
good mature cows at home for breed- 
ing purposes? If the latter all well 
and good but if not the show ring is 
over-reaching its purpose and make 
no mistake about it. 

Four-year-old cows (11) 

Long Hollow Mercedes Butter Boy 
had no trouble in winning the class. 
But Carnation brought as good a four- 
year-old as had stood in second place 
in the 1927 rings in Heilo Bracelet 
Ormsby Matador, a daughter of Haz- 
elwood Heilo Ormsby Mercedes that 
has just completed a record of 1,033 
lbs. of butter in a year as a three- 
year-old. Her dam has 1,220 Ibs., 
next dam 1,241 lbs. and the fourth 
generation dam over 900 Ibs. in ten 
months. And she is a real individual. 
C. S. Potter, owner of the famous All- 
American, Sara Ann Duplicate, had a 
pretty good four-year-old in third 
place and a daughter of Harry of 
Cerealia was fourth. 

Three-year-old cows (15) 

An All-American candidate was un- 
covered in the three-year-old class in 
a daughter of Sir P. O. M. 37th owned 
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by Lula Bristol Edmondston of Cali- 
fornia and shown with the California 
state herd. She came out of the Mil- 
ler Cattle Company dispersal sale in- 
to the hands of her present owner. 
Here is a cow of great size and Ca- 
pacity with sufficient smoothness to 
carry it. Her udder is not perfect ap- 
parently but she is a match for most 
any three-year-old of the year outside 
of this fault. She was shown dry. 
The winner was Grand Champion at 
the California State Fair under Kil- 
dee. 
Milking two-year-olds (13) 

Forum Patricia and an entry by the 
University of Idaho fought it out in 
this class with the dry two-year-olds 
held over for separate ring. The 
Forum entry won on finish and qual- 
ity and Carnation Segis Inka that 
placed above the Forum entry at the 
National took third. 

Dry two-year-olds (9)

PORT FOR SEPTEMBER 


The U. S. Bureau of Animal Indus- 
try reports that during September a 
total of $16,876 head of cattle was 
tested with 27,402 reactors. The to- 
tal of fully accredited herds now 
numbers 138.287 containing 1,937,676 
head, and in addition there are 1,- 
625,180 herds containing 13,287,128 
head that have passed one clean test. 
The total number of herds under sup- 
ervision is 1,919,018 containing 18,- 
384,894 head. In addition there are 
over 438,000 herds containing over 
4,000,000 head on the waiting list. 





DAIRYMAN BOOSTS RETURNS 52 
PER CENT BY ADOPTING BET- 
TER HERD FEEDING PLAN 
A 52 per cent increase in the re- 
turns which he received over and 
above feed costs is the reward reaped 
by F. Cracraft, one of the members 
of the Will County Illinois No. 2 
Dairy Herd Improvement Associa- 
tion, for balancing his cows’ ration 
at the suggestion of the tester for 
the association, according to a report 
by J. H. Brock, assistant in dairy ex- 
tension at the College of Agriculture, 
University of Illinois, where the work 
of these associations is supervised. 
At the time the change in feed was 
made, Cracraft was feeding corn and 
cob meal and oats, a combination 
that was low in protein for the qual- 
ity of pasture the cows were on. 
Herman Raater, tester for the asso- 
ciation and a graduate of the U. of 
I. agricultural college, sensed this 
and left a feeding chart giving sug- 
gestions for changing the feed of the 
cows. The feed was changed to a 
ration of 350 lbs. of corn and cob 
meal, 350 Ibs. of oats, 200 Ibs. of bran 
and 100 Ibs. of cottonseed meal. In 
order to supplement the pasture that 


the cows were getting, a small 
amount of clover hay was fed in ad- 
dition to the grain. 

The same ten cows were being 
milked the month after the change 
was made as was the case the month 
before. During the month before the 
change, the cows averaged 669 Ibs. 
of milk and 21.5 lbs. of-fat, returning 
$70.27 over and above the cost of the 
feed they ate. During the month 
after the change to a balanced ra- 
tion, the average production of the 
cows was 781 Ibs. of milk and 29.8 
Ibs. of fat, the return above feed 
costs having mounted to $113.88 
Ten per cent of this increase was due 
to an increase in the price of milk, 
but that still left an increase of 52 
per cent to the credit of the balanced 
ration. 

Because of the more efficient’ pro- 
duction which resulted from-—the bal- 
anced ration, the feed cost for 100 
Ibs. of milk was reduced 10 cents and 
the feed cost of a pound of butterfat, 
8 cents. 

Greater production at less cost as 
a result of feeding suggestions of- 
fered by testers in the dairy herd 
improvement associations is easy to 
get and will return a high rate of in- 
terest on the membership invest- 
ment, Brock said. Furthermore, this 
service is only one of many offered 
to. progressive dairymen under the 
herd improvement association plan, 
he added.

STOCK EXPOSITION 


Continuing its established custom, 
the United States Department of Ag- 
riculture has again accepted the an- 
nual invitation of the management of 
the International Live Stock Exposi- 
tion to send an educational exhibit to 
this premier live stock show, held in 
Chicago, November 26 to December 
3. Although the department possesses, 
at its various experiment farms, some 
of the best bred live stock in the 
country, it never competes with breed- 
ers in the show ring, but limits its 
participation in the “International” 
and other great stock shows to the 
presentation of exhibits depicting im- 
proved farming methods. 

The exhibit this year will occupy 
its usual quarters adjoining the judg- 
ing arena, where it has been studied 
by tens of thousands of visitors daily 
in past years. It is expected to have 
it in place, ready for showing, on 
the opening day of the exposition. 
Mankind’s Dependence on Farm Ani- 

mals Featured 

As if to give official recognition to 
man’s tremendous dependence upon 
the horse, the steer, the pig and the 
sheep, one feature of this year’s ex- 
hibit emphasizes the service rendered 
to mankind by domestic animals. A 
large share of the food man eats, the 
exhibit points out, is of animal origin. 
The suit of clothes he wears was 
grown upon a sheep’s back. His belt, 
shoes, razor .strop, even his tooth 
brush, were produced in the first in- 
stance in barnlot or pasture. When 
man plays—whether football, baseball, 
basket ball or soccer—the eyes of the 
assembled thousands are focused up- 
on a small object fashioned from a 
hide which once covered the carcass 
of horse or cow. ‘When his fancy 
turns to music, the delicate tones of 
his instruments are produced, in many 
cases, by the subtle friction of one 
animal product against another. When 
his health fails, many of the reliable 
preparations and accessories of mod: 
ern medicine and surgery trace their 
origin to some precious substance 
found only in the bodies of our faith- 
ful animals. And, finally, the contin- 
uing productiveness of our far flung 
fields and pastures depends in great 
measure upon the fertility which our 
live stock bestow upon the soil. 

Although the major portion of the 
exhibit deals with live stock practices 
under conditions similiar to those 
found in the Corn Belt, whence most 
of the exposition’s visitors come, an 
effort is made to cover aS many 
phases of the live stock industry as 
possible. 

Keeping Old Dobbin Shod 

One exhibit offers a solution to 
the serious problem of locating a 
blacksmith shop, which confronts 
many farmers. With the village 
smithy supplanted in many localities 
by garages and filling stations, farm- 
ers have had considerable difficulty 
keeping their horses properly shod in 
recent years. Built around the slogan, 
“No foot—no horse”, this feature dem- 
onstrates to farmers a practical meth 
od of shoeing their own horses. 
Ready-to-wear shoes of various sizes, 
for either horses or mules, may be 
bought at local hardware stores and 
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the animals shod on the farm, 4 
horse with one foot untrimmed ang 
in bad condition from neglect, a gee. 
ond foot properly trimmed and ready 
for measurement for the new ghoe 
the third foot showing the shoe prop. 
erly nailed on, and the fourth show. 
ing the finished job, will be useg 
to forcibly demonstrate this feature, 

Sufficient proof to convince the 
most skeptical rancher is containeg 
in a feature contrasting the curse of 
overgrazing with the benifits to pe 
derived from conservative grazing of 
our western range lands. A line fence 
bisects a western panorama showing 
herds of beef cows and calves busy 
converting grass into beef. On one 
side of the fence the depleted gojj 
and sparse, scraggly vegetation show 
the tell-tale signs of overgrazing, 
which is reflected in the thin, “leggy” 
cattle in the foreground. Across the 
fence are sleek, well-filled cattle of 
the same breed, enjoying an abun- 
dance of grass as a result of proper 
stocking by a ranchman who appar. 
ently appreciates that grass, like all 
crops, must be given a chance. To 
prove the sound advantage of the one 
system over the other, data are 
quoted from a series of ranch studies 
by the Forest Service covering twelye 
years. Overgrazing was found to re- 
sult in an average calf crop of but 
53 per cent, while proper grazing 
averaged as many as 78 calves for 
each 100 cows. Death losses in the 
former case were 10 per cent as 
against but 3 per cent for the latter, 
Finally the mismanaged ranches suf- 
fered a loss of 5.8 per cent on their 
investment while the system advo- 
cated by the exhibit enjoyed a profit 
of 7.4 per cent. 

“The Clean-up Squad” 

“The Clean-up Squad” is the title of 
another feature which portrays the 
remarkable ability of a flock of sheep 
to “tidy-up” a farm and keep its fields 
and fence rows free from. weeds. 
While it is true that no practieal 
sheepman will expect his flock to 
produce good mutton and strong wool 
on weeds alone, yet it is well known 
that’: much stubble, inaccessible pas- 
ture and feed that might be wasted 
is turned into good account by sheep. 
They even scatter fertility on the high 
spots where it is needed most. 

Because of the comparatively small 
amount of labor required by sheep, 
the overhead expense on a live stock 
farm is about the same whether sheep 
are kept or not. Their two crops 
a year—meat and wool—may be 
counted on to produce a gross return 
per ewe of from $8 to $15 per year, 
according to this exhibit. 

The praises of a remarkable pas 
ture crop, which is also valuable for 
hay and silage, are sung in an exhibit 
on sweet clover. It will grow on many 
soils too poor for red clover or alfalfa 
Its pasture is as nutritious as alfalfa 
and less likely to cause bloat. It adds 
nitrogen to the soil as do other leg 
umes, and the tenacious roots of @ 
field of sweet clover 
bined distance of thousands of miles 
into the earth for water.

AGRICULTURE SHOWING MARKED 
IMPROVEMENT OVER YEAR 
AGO 


Marked improvement in the farm 
situation as compared with this time 
a year ago is reported by the Bureau 
of Agricultural Economics, United 
States Department of Agriculture, in 
its November 1 report. 


The bureau’s index of purchasing 
power of farm products in terms of 
non-agricultural products is placed at 
92 for September, compared with 88 
in August, the 1909-14 five-year period 
being used as a base of 100. The 
rise was due primarily to the advance 
in prices of cotton, dairy products, 
and poultry products during’ the 
month. 

“Conditions in general,’ says the 
report, “are rather reversed from last 
year. The cotton belt, the northern 
wheat belt, the cattle states, the 
northwestern apple districts are all 
in better shape. Some sections like 
the eastern corn belt and certain 
potato areas are perhaps not in as 
good shape, but the general balance 
as between the major lines of produc- 
tion is better than last year. There 
are no conspicuous surpluses nor 
shortages. Crop production per 
capita of population is next to the 
smallest in 33 years.” 

Cotton and corn this year are at- 
tributed by the bureau with having 
played an important part in the more 
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stabilized situation. The cotton cro 
is approximately a third smaller than 
last year, according to October esti. 
mates, and cottor prices more than 
a third higher. Gauged by October 
prices the South could sell this year’ ; 
crop for nearly $200,000.000 more 
than last year’s production. The jp, 7 
provement in cotton affects nearly, 4 
third of American farms. ; 

There is about an average supply 
of corn this year, and although com 
prices are not entirely Satisfactory to 
the cash corn grower, says the hy. | 
reau, prices are Still favorable to the | 
livestock industries.

Corn is not finally sold off the farm | 
as corn, but is a raw material gojlg 
chiefly as animal products.

Western cattle | 
prices this year are on a fairly m | 
munerative basis for the first time | 
since the 1920 collapse, due to an ad. 
vance of from $2 to $4 per 100 pounds ~ 
on nearly all classes of cattle, equiva | 
lent to from $12 to $50 per headae ~~ 
cording to kind and weight. 


While the total amount of wood 
shorn was somewhat larger this year | 
than in 1926, says the report, the ¥ 
lower price received for this years | 
clip resulted in a somewhat smaller j 
net return for the western wool this 
year than last. The western lamb 
crop was smaller this year than last 
and the price of lambs has been 
lower, so that the net total retum 
from lambs this year will be some 
what below last year. The demand 
for desirable breeding stock, how 
ever, is keen, and prices for ewe 
lambs and young ewes are probably 
the highest since 1920. 

Prices of cotton, wheat and com 
have declined somewhat lately but an 
unusually early maturity made it por 
sible for producers to market Cob 
siderable cotton and wheat before 
the most recent declines.

I note in your last issue you re- 
quested comments from breeders re- 
garding their views on the Herd Test 
plan. I have always felt ever since 
I began breeding Holsteins, that some 
plan of like nature to the proposed 
Herd Test plan would be very bene- 
ficial to the small breeder, and also 
to the breed at large. I notice that 
a number of tests for yearly record 
in the Herd Test, has been cut from 
twelve to eight tests per year, as I 
understand it for the sake of cutting 
down the expense for the breeder. 
For my own herd I would rather see 
the twelve tests per year put into 
effect.

I believe that in the matter of 
estimating a cow’s production for the 
year that eight tests with preliminary 
milking, will make a very accurate 
record, but in estimating the amount 
of concentrates to be fed according 
to production, I find that a test every 
thirty days is none to often, and un- 
less a breeder is fixed to take a test 
himself in between the official tests, 
I feel the additional expense of the 
extra tests would be well met by the 
information they would give in re- 
gard to feeding matters. However, I 
expect to be well satisfied with either 
Plan with either number of tests 
used, and I sincerely hope that a way 
will be found to put the Herd Tests 
or some similar plan into effect in the 
near future.

I want to make a little further com- 
ment on the Herd Test. This is not 
personal with me for I have decided 
that Class C meets my needs, but I 
would like to see the Herd Test gen- 
erally used. 

The biggest objection that I see to 
the Herd Test is the forcing owners 
to test the entire herd with very few 
exceptions. Owners of herds number- 
ing over 24 head would be compelled 
to have tester more than one day. In 
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such herds there might be cows not 
fit to test that could be left out and 
tested another year. Herds troubled 
with abortion would be slow to enter 
such a.test. What good would the 
publishing of herd averages do any- 
way? The building up of a good 
herd is always based on the individ- 
ual cows in the herd. It is on the 
records of the individual cows that 
our selection must be made. 

I would suggest that the Herd Test 
allow owners to test only such cows 
as they wish to enter in the Red 
Book. 

If they are to be compelled to test 
the entire herd it might correct the 
bad effect if the records were con- 
fidential as in the cow improvement 
associations, except such records as 
come above a fair standard of pro- 
duction. ‘ 
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What breeders want to have their 
poor cows advertised? 
I very much approve of the rules 
for the conduct of such test.

Fifty Million Pigs Immune to Cholera 

An immense hour glass in another 
exhibit, with images of dead hogs 
substituted for grains of sand, illus- 
trates vividly the fact that 400 hogs 
die from hog cholera in the United 
States each hour of the year. Al- 
though no cure has ever been found 
for this destructive swine disease, the 
exhibit points out that it is prevent- 
able and that immunization and san- 
itary measures will control losses. 
Farmers have already profited by this 
knowledge and 50 million pigs now 
enjoy this protection. 

A farmer may breed excellent live 
stock and feed them in the proper 
manner to produce rapid and econ- 
omical gains, but his final profit is 
contingent upon a favorable market 
that will pay him for his outlay and 
his pains. An exhibit emphasizing 
this phase of the stockman’s business, 
enumerates some of the factors which 
affect the hog and beef cattle mar- 
kets. The modern stockman can ob- 
tain by radio, telegraph, telephone, or 
in his daily mail, reports of various 
kinds that will assist him in forming 
his own conclusions as to the most 
likely time for him to place his prod- 
uct on the market. This exhibit at- 
tempts to acquaint him with the gen- 
eral effect, either in increasing prices 
or depresing the market, of such con- 
ditions as unusually large numbers of 
cattle or hogs going into the feed lot, 
an unprecedented slaughter of any 
one class of animals as shown 
by government records, a record corn 
crop or unfavorable pasture and crop 
conditions, changing consumer de- 
mand, and so on. 

A total of 55 radio stations in the 
United States broadcast live stock, 
meats and wool reports to a potential 
audience of a million and a quarter 
farmers. These reports are gathered 
daily by trained men and broadcast 
to farmers within the hour. As an 
example of the value of daily obser- 
ance of current market trends, the 
exhibit records the case of a Minne- 
sota farmer who made two dollars 
more per head from his cattle through 
information he received in the market 
news service. 

Cafeteria Style for Hogs Profitable 

A sow and her litter of thriving 
pigs will be placed in a pen in the 
center of the exhibit room to illus- 
trate the merits of the cafeteria or 
self-feeder system of raising sows and 
their litters. Considerably less labor 
cost is required than for the system 
of feeding by hand, and the pigs seem 
to possess the knack of selecting the 
proper proportion of feeds to make 


most profitable gains. 

An exhibit on soybean culture, en- 
umerates the particular varieties of 
soybeans which are best adapted for 
hay, for seed, or for pasture in vari- 
ous sections of the country. This 
crop is more drought resistant and 
less sensitive to excess moisture than 
corn and yields an abundance of feed 
and forage. The seed should always 
be inoculated when soybeans are 
planted for the first time, warns this 
exhibit. 

The proper use of soybeans in pork 
production, in order that a firm car- 
cass of high quality will be produced, 
is the subject of another feature. The

data presented are based upon re- 
sults of a nation-wide study of the 
causes of soft pork being conducted 
by the Government and eleven States. 
The exhibit points out that the initial 
weight of the hogs, the daily gain 
and the length of the feeding period 
are important factors in determining 
the firmness of the product. Pigs 
weighing 115 pounds or more at the 
start will produce firm pork when fed 
in dry lot at least for 10 weeks on 
a ration of one part soybeans to 6 
parts corn, with the addition of min- 
eral mixture. They must gain at least 
1% pounds a day on this ration to 
produce a firm carcass. 


Housewife Not Neglected 

The interest of housewives, whether 
from country or city, has been con- 
sidered again this year in the plan- 
ning of an exhibit which illustrates 
proper methods of cooking represent- 
ative tender and less tender cuts of 
beef. Representation of deliciously 
browned steaks and roasts, undistin- 
guishable except for odor from the 
real thing, will be accompanied by 
directions for the correct method of 
cooking each. 

As in former years, a well-chosen 
selection of farmers’ bulletins and 
blueprints of live stock equipment 
will be on hand in an information 
booth for free distribution to inter- 
ested visitors. A wide variety of sub- 
jects from raising an orphan colt to 
rendering ink-stained linen spotless 
has been chosen for the occasion. 





CULLED HIS COWS TO CUT FEED 
BILL 


In five years the average milk pro- 
duction in the herd of Hans Ander- 
son, Lake Norden dairy farmer, has 
increased from 4,455 Ibs. to 8,851 Ibs. 
Fat production during this period has 
increased from 180 to 290 Ibs. aver- 
age. 

Mr. Anderson was a charter mem- 
ber of the Hamlin County Cow-Test- 
ing association organized in 1922. 
He is still a member of this group 
and has had his herd tested every 
month for nearly five years. The 
great increase in production has been 
one of the benefits he has derived 
from cow testing. The progress he 
has made in herd improvement is re- 
markable. 

This dairyman had ordinary farm 
cows at the start, according to G. 
Hoebink, dairy specialist of the 
South Dakota. State College Exten- 
sion Service. At the end of the first 
year he found that his herd of 11 
cows had produced an average of 180 
Ibs. of butterfat. Income after feed 
cost was subtracted amounted to 
$48.50 a cow. He culled out the three 
poorest cows and the second year 
average fat production was 231 Ibs. 
The third year it was 264 lbs. and the 
a year it had been raised to 290 
Ibs. 

Cow testing association records en- 
abled this dairyman to cull out his 
unprofitable cows. Then he started 
to feed better. His average feed bill 
per cow was $26.73, $42.41, $44.50 and 
$48.01 for the four years. The first 
year profit per cow was $48.43 and 
the fourth year it was increased to 
$74.81. 

That the cow testing association 
rapidly improves the producing abil- 
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ity of the herds tested is shown 
records of the first four years oy 
testing in Day county.

Much of the corn is likely to mp 
30 per cent or more moisture at crip. 
bing time. L. E. Thatcher, associate 
agronomist, Ohio Experiment gj. 
tion, states that this will make 
difficult to avoid large losses jy 
storage, as immature corn cannot }e 
safely cribbed if it contain more thap 
25 per cent moisture. 

Careful sorting is the rule on mos 
farms, and the soft corn is fed to 
livestock, starting them on it graé. 
ually. The dry matter in soft com 
has almost as much feed value as 
that in mature corn. In feeding 
tests at the Illinois Experiment gt. 
tion it was found that soft corn ep. 
rying 30 per cent moisture is worth 
82 cents a bushel in comparison with 
corn carrying 14 per cent moistur 
at $1,00 a bushel. About 10 or % 
per cent more protein should be fed 
with the soft corn for best results, 


If soft corn must be cribbed, the 
losses from spoilage may be reduced 
by salting. The usual rate is about | 
1 pound of salt to 100 pounds of ears, 
or 10 quarts to a 30-bushel wagon | 
load, sprinkled on the corn as itis | 
cribbed. Salting. however, is not ~ 
sure to prevent all loss in warm © 
weather. 

Inexpensive homemade ventilators 
in the crib, such as drain tile or slat 
ted conduits made of wood, will has 
ten drying. The ventilators are 
placed about three feet apart o 
closer if the corn is very green and 
should connect with the outside % 
that a draft of air will be carrie 
through the corn.

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HOLSTEINS AT WASHINGTON 
STATE FAIR

The Holstein exhibit was decided- 
ly strengthened by the addition of 
the splendid herd of D. A. McPhee of 
Vankleek, Ontario, Canada, in charge 
of J. Arthur Hay, herdsman, assisted 
by his brother, A. J. Hay. These two 
boys started out early in the summer 
over the western Canadian and North- 
western fair circuits, Yakima mak- 
ing the thirteenth fair with two more 
yet to go in this country before they 


turned their heads toward home. 
This herd was headed by the great 
show bull Sir Francy Mercena
